We had oecn at sea fltty-oue days. Probably 


few people who have not tried It can form an 
idea what it is to cross the western ocean in 
a sailing vessel, and Witt a "head wind" all but 
four oays; but such was our experience. We had 
been tossed abont in rales, and, what Is nearly as 
bad, had been in several calms—Buch deau calms 
that the sea, air and sky seemed to sleep and doze 
so stupidly that the circulation of the blood almost 
ceases, and one's self, as well as surroundings, 
appear to be under the Influence 01 chloroform. 
How many times I had decided In my own mind

Directly across the xociior Kraana are strong a 
line of old hulks or disabled vessels for no apparent 
reason but to be in the way, for gulls to light on and 
dog-i to bark from, ana as we picked our way througn 
them In the growing darkness thev seemed like a 
phantom sqaodrouguardmgan enchanted port.

Livingstone—His Probable Fate. 


At the Uual fortnightly meeting of the session of 


1SS9-70 of tiie Royal Geographical Society of Eng- 
lau-1. in London, June 14, Sir K. Murchison referred 
to the present position of Dr. Livingstone and the 
succor which is to be sent to him. 


He said:—Taere have been great misapprehensions 


about this affair, aad I have received numerous ap- 
plications from active young men auxioas to eo in 
search of Dr. Livingstone, sapposmg tnat there 
was a real expedition about to stare irora this 
country or clsewnere. 
There is no such ex- 
pedition, even, in 
imagination, and 
certainly 
none in reality, 
contemplated in any way 
Dr. Livingstone has been more than three rears and 
a half m the Heart of Africa, without a single Eu- 
ropean attendant. I am not sure that the sight of a 
young gentleman sent oat from England, who was 
not acclimatized, would not produce a very bad 
effect instead of a gooa one npon my friend the doc- 
tor, because ha wouiq liajg {9 tate care of the new 
arrival; wua would very soon die there, anil the coor 
doctor would have an additional load. I have, there- 
fore, to announce that there is no sach intention 
whatever. I Imve received a dozen letters from 
admirable yonne volnnreers, who are anxious 
to disnngnisn themselves, but who have not 
the least idea of what they aie about.

have every reason to believe that the £1,000 that the 
goverameot h.is given will go out by the Consul of 
Zanzibar, who happens, accidentally, to be ia this 
coautry and who is going out Immediately. He will 
instruct Dr. Kirk, the Vice Consul, to refit the same 
expeditioa which was slarted before, but which was 
Impeded by aa attack or cholera.

at Cork, 


Our cable despatches from the good old 


Irish city of Cork inform us that the knights 
of the needle aud tbe shears working iu 
that considerable centre of trade had risen 
in such violent protest against an importa- 
tion of German tailors as to require the argv- 
mentum ad bacitUnum—iho logic of the 
cudgel—for their dispersion. This incident iSus- 
trates a very curious, if not altogether novel, 
phase of the great labor question no\v agitating 
all civilized countries, and it demands most 
delicate treatment, since it involves, on the 
one hand, the eternal principle of every man's 
right to the proper exercise of all the talents 
and endowments that God has bestowed upon 
him, and on the other tbe priority of settle- 
ment and usage in those who resist the advent 
of cheaper or more -'-skilful workmanship. It 
is impossible to withhold sympathy from the 
poor 
toiler who finds himself 
suddenly 


excelled and overborne in the struggle for 
bread—the sad voice of humanity pleads 
irresistibly on the side of all his just com- 
plaints ; 
but it is equally impossible to 


recognize the authority of any man or com- 
bination of men to interpose violence between 
the cravings of the race for a cheaper and 
more abundant supply of all commodities and 
the progressive advance of skill and labor to 
furnish that supply. 


The grand difficulty in this whole question 


is that the conflicting parties interested in its 
solution do not see it alike. The White Knight 
and the Black Knight each beheld the shield 
that was set up at the crossroads of the color 
that was turnede toward himself, and it was 
Only when, in their death struggle on this 
matter of dispute, they had reversed their 
positions and saw from opposite points, that 
they perceived their folly and admitted that 
each had been quite right in his degree, since 
the shield was either white or black, accord- 
ing to the station of him who gazed at it. 
In the present case of the tailors' riot at 
Cork there would be food enough for humor- 
ous comment did the gravity of the subject it 
involves permit us to trifle with such a theme. 
But where the subsistence of men and their 
wives and little ones is at stake we can only 
grieve at the thoughtlessness which leads the 
honest workinginan into so false and unten- 
able an attitude. 


We shall not in this place attempt an elabo- 


rate discussion of the whole labor ques- 
tion. 
Neither many columns nor 
Ejapy 


volumes would suffice for so imposing a task. 
Enough to say that in our opinion all labor 
strikes and demonstrations that assume the 
violent shape are direct assaults upon human 
brotherhood, upon the principles of liberty, 
and upon the welfare of the class or country 
itself that countenances them; upon human 
brotherhood, because they exclude our fellow 
creature from participation in the common 
pursuit of life and happiness; upon liberty, 
because they outrageously attempt to limit 
effort, circumscribe capacity and check the 
progress of the age; upon the common welfare, 
because they retard improvement, set up bar- 
riers against the development of industry and 
subject the world of consumers to the las that 
selfish combinations may choose to impose. 
How simple, trite, self-evident a plea it is that 
the more coats, hata, shoes, &c., there are in 
the world, and tbe cheaper their prices, tho 
more of thorn can reach the multitude; that 
the less a man has 
to 
pay for one 


commodity 
the 
more 
he 
can 
buy of 


another, aud that if a whole family by 
each person working one or two hours only 
per diem can live comfortably in aa era of 
cheapness, it is better for them all than when 
the burden rests on one poor drudging slave, 
who has to toil all day and half the night 
beneath the entire burden. 
It is astonishing 


that men who are continually preaching on 
human freedom and on the rights of labor do 
not comprehend that the larger the population 
the greater the wants to be supplied; that the 
more hands there are in one trade the greater 
will be the demand on other trades, the lighter 
the distributed burden of taxes, and the 
swifter the growth in power and control of the 
community. The more farmers there are the 
more mechanics will be needed to supply them 
with manufactured commodities; the more 
mechanics there are the ampler the require- 
ments of grain, beef, potatoes, cotton, wool 
and leather. 
What is the grand result? 


Labor is forced by a natural process into the 
channels where it is most needed; the coun- 
try's resources are brought out; its waste 
places are covered with rural homes and 
blooming fields, or populous and splendid 
cities, where the ills of humanity are detected 
and cured, charity and religion perform their 
blessed mission, and man, even through his 
trials, at last becomes ennobled and exalted. 


That this is not the case in all oar cifles is 


the fault of other causes to which we shall 
refer again before we close; but, as it is, we 
question whether the dark side of town life is 
not more than compensated by the beauty of 
its numberless charities. If in New Tork, for 
instance, the cynic point us to the haunts of 
vice and misery, still so numerous, the gentle 
hand of truth can lead him to scores of hos- 
pitals and schools and churches, and trace for 
him along every street and avenue the daily 
pathway of a thousand sweet but silent min- 
istries that, following in the Saviour's hallowed 
footsteps, "go about continually doing good." 


To strike a blow, then, at the wondrous plan 


by which all these agencies work together is 
to strike at the triumph of light over, darkness, 
of civilization over barbarism, of liberty over 
oppression. To-day there is not a country ia 
the world that does not call for new kinds of 
labor and-improvements on the old. 
From 


time immemorial this has been the need of 
society, and every step we have made has 
been founded upon improvements that were 
resisted at the outset.

denounced with, prophecies of ".'endless evil, 
and we have lived to see them not only tri- 
umph but confer unnumbered benefits. 


But a very few years ago the advent of im- 


migrants- by thousands from the European 
world was here hailed with outcries of rage 
and terror; but they peopled the wilderness 
and mingled their blood upon a hundred fields 
of patriotic devotion, While the one flag of 
union and freedom now wares over a score of 


races that cheer it in «s many dialect? with a 
united voice and common love. To-day Asia 
begins to send us her toilers to do a minor 
work for which their peculiar organization es- 
pecially fits them, and in doing so steps in to 
our relief and points the sturdier white race to 
a nobler (ask than stitching shoes. The cord- 
wainers of Massachusetts may thank their 
stars that they, from being the servants of ser- 
vants, may now, by a wise dispensation, be- 
come the masters of mare minute and docile 
fingers. The slaving household drudges of 
poor homes may find in the quick, fairy-like 
aid of the Chinese girl, whose clothing and 
food are equally frugal and simple, the "very 
present help in time of need" that their aching 
limbs and worried brain have craved this 
many a day. 
And what will apply to Amer- 


ica, in its densely settled districts, will apply 
to Ireland or any other country on this earth. 
The increase of labor, while it may diminish 
the profits of the few, inevitably increases the 
comfort of the many, provided that the pres- 
sure be relieved according to the dictates of 
reason, humanity and God's eternal truth. 
And what are these? To take away the bread 
of others, because our own may falsely seem 
endangered? To brawl along the street, and, 
in the name of liberty, impose a reiga of ter- 
ror? To be cruel tyrants to-day over the few 
and the weak, preparatory to the yoke that 
the strongest single tyrant will impose on all 
alike to-morrow ? To commit thosa excesses 
which breed a fierce reaction, to set the exam- 
ple, mark out the process, clear the way by 
which the boldest intriguer with the blackest 
heart may once more march to a despotic 
mastery and crush the vary name of freedom 
beneath his iron heel ? 


We trust that neither in Ireland nor in Amer- 


ica, in Germany nor in France, this appalling 
delusion of protecting local monopolies of 
labor, or aught else, by violence, may prevail. 
Could we think that it would, we should 
feel that the darkest 
hour of humanity 


was 
yet 
to 
be 
endured. 
But 
we 


do strenuously, earnestly, incessantly advocate 
the elevation and the emancipation of the 
workingman. and we propose for him a com- 
bination that will inevitably win the great, 
good fight. It is the trades union of conscien- 
tious effort to improve every rightful oppor- 
tunity; of diligence, 
integrity, 
sobriety, 


frugality, honest hope, true faith in God and 
fellow man and the kind spirit of brotherly 
love. Capital is mighty, but capital is wise ; 
it sees, it thinks, and it is most keenly 
,—i- • 
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sensitive. Assail it and it departs and leaves 
you poor. Conciliate it, invite it, win it and it 
becomes your friend. 
Capital persuaded and 


reassured and labor reconciled are natural 
allies, and when united will conquer the 
world; but those who set capital and labor 
at war will consign to suffering the innocent 
families of millions more than the poor oord- 
wainers at North Adams and the tailors at 
Cork. 


American ^Exrbanitre Tendinff Povrnward in 


European Markets. 


We learn through the telegraphic news from 


Europe that American exchanges are tending 
downward in consequence of the prospects of 
the grain trade and the dividends that are 
about to be paid—that is, we suppose, the July 
interest on the national debt. 
This will 


account sufficiently for the decline oFgoM hero. 
Wtien. exchange is largely against us and high 
there is, of course, a greater drain of specie, 
and this raises the premium on gold. But the 
prospect of a fine grain crop and a large 
demand for it abroad, together with tuo dis- 
bursement in a few days of thirty millions or 
so of gold by the Treasury to pay the July 
interest, place this country in a favorable posi- 
tion as regards the balance of trade. The 
large and valuable cotton crop has contri- 
buted very much to bring about this state of 
things. Though our importations, which con- 
tinue to give an immense revenue to the 
government, are enormous, the country ia so 
prosperous and its productions are increasing 
so much that there is no fear about meet- 
ing our 
liabilities 
abroad. 
The 
pros- 


pect of there being a considerable demand 
for our grain in Europe is good news for the 
farmers, merchants, shippers and railroad 
companies. The grain trade, corning in be- 
tween the last year's crop of cotton and the 
crop that is now growing, will keep business 
active and the exchanges more in our favor. 
While Congress is tinkering at the tariff, taxa- 
tion and the national finances the country is 
solving the difficulties that surrounded us. 
Our wondeiful and varied resources and the 
industry of the people are smoothing over the 
embarrassments Drought upon the country by 
the war. 
But we have only jast started on 


this fresh career of prosperity. The reorgani- 
zation and restitution of the industry of the 
South, the rapid development of the West and 
the progress of the industrial pursuits of the 
North and East will soon turn the balance of 
trade largely in oar favor. 
When our shipping 


interests revive in connection with this general 
prosperity exchange will cease to be against 
us. New York must take the place of London. 
This city is destined to be at no distant day 
the financial centre of the world. We advise 
the gold and stock operators of Wall street to 
ponder over these facts. If they do not they 
will be tripped up as Boyd and Ketchum have 
been within the last day or two. And we 
recommend our merchants and financiers to 
prepare for the future that is opening both for 
the country at large and this great commercial 
metropolis. 


THB WORK OF CONGRESS.—We publish in 


another part of this paper a r^sitme of the 
work transacted so far by Congress, and the 
work that remains unfinished. Most of the 
appropriation bills are still unfinished, although, 
they are generally pretty well advanced, and 
are mostly halted by reason of some inharmo- 
nious amendments. The Army, Tax and Tariff, 
Banking, Funding and Naturalization bills ara 
in pretty much the same condition,' while the 
Apportionment bill, after having passed both 
houses, has been put back so far on account of 
disagreeing amendments that it will probably 
have to take an entirely new start. These are 
all important measures, which should be 
passed, and, aa there are only seventeen 
more -working Says ia the session, it behooves 
the conference committees having them ia 
charge to make haste with them.

The democratic members of the two houses 


of Congress have issued a round robin calling 
he attention of their parly throughout th« 
country to the importance of the coming fall 
elections, involving nearly all the members of

,he people, aud one-third of the members of 
the Senate, through the State Legislatures to 
be chosen. The signers of this Congressional 
democratic call think that the democracy may 
n these elections carry the House of Repre- 
sentatives; that is, "if thoy do their duty aad 
act wisely—if they throw off all apathy and act 
with visor." But they are told that there 
must be "no dissensions about minor matters, 
no time lost ia the discussion of dead issues, 
no manifestations of narrow or prescriptive 
feeling," &c., and the Southern democracy are 
told to be careful in selecting candidates for 
Congress who can take the test oath and who 
can face tho fourteenth amendment without 
flinching; for otherwise, if elected, the radi- 
cals may rule them out. 


Now, this begins to look like democratic pro- 


gress. "No time to be lost in the discussion 
of dead issues" means that it is useless to fight 
any longer for the restoration of "the consti- 
tution as it was," under which ''the blasted 
Rigger" had "no rights which a white man 
was bound to respect." Next, in this Con- 
gressional prommciaraeato, the order to the 
democracy to abandon all "prescriptive feel- 
ing" means that "the blasted nigger" is to be 
cultivated and conciliated, which is a good 
idea. In fact, from their careful plan of ope- 
rations embodied in this manifesto it is clear 
that the democrats intend to make an earnest 
fight in every Congressional district for tlse 
next House of Representatives, and that their 
present leaders in Congress are at last con- 
vinced that the dead issues of old time-hon- 
ored democratic claptrap and the proscription 
of the nigger are "played out." We say this 
looks like progress, and we have no doubt that 
the democrats will make some headway by fol- 
lowing this good advice.

to be present to assist in the important cere- 
mony. 
We have not yet, however, been 


informed of the formal proclamation of the act, 
though we suppose that her Most Faithful 
Catholic Majesty must be by this time con- 
vinced that abdication is her only alternative, 
in view of some possible chance that, with the 
old lady out of the way, the Cortes may come 
to a compromise in accepting her son, the 
Prince of Asturias. 
She will doubtless retire 


from the contest in favor of this young man, 
and in the long interval of the recess of the 
Cortes, which is to be lengthened to Novem- 
ber next, it 13 possible that the ex-Queen, 
through the Church party in Spain, may bring 
her son very prominently into the foreground 
for the succession. That she has an active 
sympathizer in the Pope and in her devoted 
Catholic countrywoman, the Empress Eug<Jnie, 
we know; but the jealousy of the Bourbons, 
inherited and still entertained by the Boua- 
partcs, ia a serious drawback to the house of 
Spain. We thiuk it probable, however, that 
Louis Napoleon, in one way or another, will 
at last have to settle this difficult Spanish 
question.

This is not the way to correct 
the mischief. Indeed, it is a very cowardly 
way, to say the least of it, to deal with the 
question — this hauling up of unhappy women 
fcefore police courts, thus adding to the private 
shame of their lives the public shame of a use- 
less exposure and a temporary punishment. It 
does no possible good in the way of correction, 
and yet this seems to be the extent of the appli- 
ances used by our police authorities. The 
Grand Jury of Cincinnati have adopted a wiser 
course. They have struck at the root of the 
evil by indicting a number of rich landlords for 
renting houses "for illicit purposes." The Grand 
Jury, having no doubt ascertained the fact 
that these property owners knew full well the 
purpose for which their houses were to be 
employed, and having ascertained also that 
4hey receive double the rent for this class of 
'houses, have indicted them as the parties 
responsible for the vice festering within. As to 
"how much of the responsibility rests upon 
the owners who rent houses for such uses in 
all our large cities, there can be very little 
doubt. They do not hesitate to demoralize 
whole neighborhoods to gratify then- avarice. 
It is worse than useless, therefore, to organize 
police raids upon the wretched inmates of 
•these establishments while the law permits 
:the. owners to hire them out with a jmowjejlge 
<of what uses they are to be put to. Ignorance 
cannot be urged as a plea in defence, for the 
rent roll will show how much more provable 
She wal»es of am are to the landlord than tit 
income derived from houses engaged in legiti- 
mate business. The Cincinnati Grand Jury 
have taken the right view of the subject in 
striking at the chief malefactors, and it would 
be well if their example were followed in other 
cities, our own especially. 


Summer Politics n.nd I*ocal Suggestions. 
During the summer mouths, when every- 


thing else is "lone and dreary," there is a 
great deal of fun and flummery mixed with 
common sense and shrewdness displayed at 
the watering places. But even the schemes 
-laid there are not likely to hatch unless they 
.•are met by a gentle response from the press. 
'The Presidential succession will, of course, be 
•discussed everywhere, especially at all the 
.sulphur springs and in the salt water. Bat 
hero in the State of New York the question 
"Who shall be the next Governor ?" will be 
prominent. 
We yesterday gave an article 


from a Yates county republican paper show- 
ing that in its opinion De Witt C. Little- 
John would be the most available person 
for the republican 
nomination for 
Gov- 


ernor. Mr. Littlejohn is pretty well known 
as a legislator. 
Perhaps we might say 


that what he does not know about Albany 
Is not worth knowing ; but his policy is the 
policy of the republican party — that is, the 
policy of the minority party in the State. 
Therefore Mr. Littlejohn's services in the 
gubernatorial chair might as well be supposed 
to be dispensed with so long as the intention 
of the people is that the present incumbent 
shall be his own successor. Let us hear more 
from our country friends. 


MEXICAN REBELS ox ins RAMPAGE. — We 


published yesterday a special despatch by way 
•of Havana of some very funny proceedings of 
the Mexican rebels at the seaport town of 
•Guaymaa, on the Gulf of California. 
On the 


28th of May the Iowa wad surprised and taken 
l>y the revolutionary force under Colone'l Vas- 
canno, the troops being landed from what had 
been an English gunboat. The invaders car- 
ried off to sea from the Custom House, the 
arsenal and merchants a large amount of 
.plunder in money, merchandise, arms, muni- 
tions of war and provisions, loading with their 
•booty two or three vessels in the harbor, with 
which, towed by their old gunboat, they put to 
•sea and made good their escape. Other ports 
along the gulf, it was supposed, would next be 
visited by this revolutionary party and levied 
upon for contributions towards the establish- 
ment of a "Northwestern Mexican Republic." 
'Of course all these Mexican revolutionary ad- 
•ventures simply mean plunder ; but where are 
Juarez and his army all this time? 
Poor 


Juarez has his hands full of revolutions in 
•other quarters, and so it will be till .Mexican 
•anarchy is ended by "manifest destiny." 


THE TIME HAS NOT YET COMS. — It is ex- 


pected that the report on the petition of tbe 
Orleans princes will be presented to the Cham- 
bers on the 2d of July. It is confidently 
•stated by the Paris journals that the govern- 
ment will not, at least for the present, permit 
the exiled princes to return to France. If the 
Orleans family are willing to accept the situa- 
tion and thus recognizs the present dynasty it 
seems hard that they should not be allowed to 
•come back. If they do not accept the situa- 
tion they have no right to expect permission 
to return. It is manifest, however, that their 
presence in France would not contribute 
-to the comfort of the Emperor. The time may 
•come when their presence in their own land 
would neither injure nor annoy the Emperor. 
But that time is not yet. 
Say what they may 


they are rivals of the Eooapartes. In our 
judgment they are better out of France than 
in it. So long as they are in exile they gain 
rather than lose.

The cotninittee will endeavor 
to call up tae bill to-morrow, and there will be a 
contest as to whether the Senate will proceed with 
the Tax bill or taKe up the St. Domingo treaty.

ELOCUTION: Tus SOITKCES AND ELEMENTS OF ITS 


I 
JOWEK. By J. H. Mciivaine. New York: Charles 
Scnbuer. 
There are few works oa elocution which we have 


seen EC thoroughly satisfactory as this. The author, 
who is Professor of Belle tettres in Princeton Col- 
lege, has been for the past ten years "a systematic 
student and teacher of the art of elocution."' and 
this boos contains "the notes aud criticisms which 
gra;;aa!:y accumulated" upon his hands in successive 
co-rscs of instruction and tralaiug- The peculiar 
feritures of his work are clearly stated in tlie pre-

THE TURKS AS A GOVERNING RACE. 


ZobsMe's Tomb, a Slave Girl from 
Stamboul, and City life as It Is. 


By way of Europe we have the following highly 


Interesting letter from our special correspondent in 
feagdad. The communication will attract general 
attention, from the old and young, oa account of its 
place of date and the able manner in which the 
writer describes his experiences in tlie ancient 
Sown:— 


Bagdad, Tlie City of Caliphs, As 'It Is. 


BAGDAD. May 24, 1870. 


Thore are ftw English-speaking men, and perhaps 


fewer Mussulmans, who can make a first visit to the 
•ancient Qtfy from which I am now writing, without 
^sljeiic quickening of the mental pulse. Strolling 
through the same bazaars which once echoed to the 
feet of tne good Caliph Haroun al Raschid, of his 
Tizler Glafflr, and of his trnsty eunuch Mesroor, or 
pausing before a coffee shop, haunted of yore by the 
Silent Barber or the ilunchback; or passing by some 
mysterious mansion, wltn closed windows and barred 
doors—the house, doubtless, of Zobside and safle 
and Amine; ra short, go where you will in Bagdad, 
so long as you Rteer clear of the resident Europeans, 
you can dream over again tlie delicious dreams ol 
early boyhood—dream them over again, too, not in 
:the mind's eye simply, but with the ngures and 
scenes of your fantasias in actual, literal procession 
tefore yon. It is strange that the genius of a name- 
less story-teller should have thrown so potent a 
•charm around the place; it is stranger still that the 
r charm should be felt by Arab and Frank, by Giaour 
• and Hosier alike. Inieed, much as we Aagio- 
. Saxons admire ana love the Thouamc? and One 
-Sights, the Arabs icel the spell yet K6ie virldJy. 


But the Bagdad of the present, what is it use? 


Well, looking at it (or trying to look at it rather, for 
it is impossible to wholly throw off the charm even 
fora moment) with unbiased eyes it is simply a 
rather pretty Oriental city, not so large as Aleppo, 
but larger than Damascus, inferior in the grandeur 
ol its public buildings to au the Important Moslem 
cities. Its mosaues, to tho traveller who has seen 
Delhi, Agra, Cairo or Stambom, are, with tUe excep- 
tion of the Mosque of Moosa, il Kadem, unworthy of 
notice. Its seial, or government house, is eclipsed 
'by the palaces of many a one-tailed Pacha. Its hum- 
mums, or batlis, are execrable. But the general 
standard of building is pretty gooJ. The houses, 
though built with old bricks, are large and substan- 
tial, and then: interiors are profusely decorated. 
The wall of the city, too, is a fine structure; it Is of 
-brick, -with lowers at the.pnnclpal angles, and bas- 
tions at regular intervals. A deep ditch, now dw, 
&ut which might In case of need bs flooded, runs' 
around the outside or the wall and forms an addi- 
tional defence. 


Approaching Bagdad by water, as most travellers 


do, the first view of the city is very striking. Ou the 
easi side of the river Mands the city proper, built on 
a high cliff of earth, some thirty or lorty feet above 
the usual level of the river, though just after the 
rains the water has sometimes, risen to within a fetv 
feet of the top, and on one occasion, indeed, flooded 
the city and droivned 20,000 people. A line or large 
brick nouses, Hat-roofed, and with plain, unadorned 
•wails, Dierced by small square holes for windows

ana behind this rises a

-one can scarcely believe thorn threaded with 
streets, but deems them rather a single pile or irregu- 


• »arly disposed brickwork. Here and there the cu- 
polas and minarets of a mosque tower above the 
vulgar herd of houses—t'.ie minarets being rather 
picturesque, as they are covered with designs in 
green and white glared tile, after the Persian fashion. 
The opposite bank of the river Is also Ihe site ot a 
.tolerably laree city, which, according to tradition, 
used formerly to be muck larger. A curious bridge, 
-formed of shallow boats, fastened together by chains, 
connects the two cities in favorable weather; but 
when the river is high and the current strong the 
boats dissolve partnership, and communication be- 
•comes possible only in aoofas, or small round boats 
of basket work, calked with pitch, in shape aud 
raateilals faa simile copies of those which Herodotus 
-•saw here and described after lie returned to Greece 
2,000 years ago. On both banks of the river me 
iouses fade off into data plantations ana orange 
groves—the former the most beautiful, the latter tue 
most fragrant of trees. The orange trees, by the

pleturesquenegs of the street scenes, and It enables 
the government to Keep a better watch upon ex 
clsable trades; but to a general shopper it Is a grea 
nuisance. To buy a few common articles lor your 
owe personal use you have to walk perliaps miles 
unless you lay out your programme very cleverly 
and know tue city by heart. Some of the bazaars, 1 
ought to add, are by no means a1* handsome as the 
one I havede«:i!bed above; lustc-ad of being covered 
lu with an arched vault they are protected from the 
sun only by a thatch of straw aud leaves. The coffee 
s:i«ps are generally at a comer, like our liquoi 
stores. They are open rooms, fitted up in the 
roughest manner, with plain wooden benches. They 
depend almost altogether upon reau:»r customers, 
who pay fixed monthly subscriptions, and aie then 
at liUerty to drink as much coffee as they please. 
Any wayfarer can, However, of course, eater the 
saloon and call lor a cup of coffee and a chibouque, 
but the amount of remuneration in sucn cases is 
alwiijs left to his generosity. The bazaarsof Bagdad 
contain few things which cannot be pureiuaeJ 
cheaper and better elsewhere; the city is not re- 
nowned for special excellence In anv branch of 
Oriental manufacture. Bagdad, indeed, is rather a 
distributing emporium thau a manufacturing city. 


STKEET TRAVEL AND DOGS. 
Much, very much, has been written about the 
dangers of the. streets of Bagdad, imaginative 
travellers have described their narrow escape from 
being devoured alive by the dogs, who, they have 
said, relish Christian much more than Moslem 
flesh and blood. The streets aie very narrow 
and dirty, and are, indeed, infested with scores 
or thousands of howling, masterless purlah dogs. 
But these animals are by no means dangerous crea- 
tures; they bark, but never bite. 
They cover the 
streets with their oraure, it Is true, and in tne sum- 
mer, when the canine as well as the human family 
are afflicted with diarrncea, the tnoroughlares are 
from this cause very offensive, especially as Bagdad 
is not yet blessed with a street-cleaning commission. 
There is one story connected with the dogs ol Bag- 
dad which, still lingers here among the old residents, 
and which is rather good. When the English Tigris 
and Euphrates Surveying Expedition were here, 
some of tue midshipmen of Coiouel Chesney's de- 
spatch boat, while living ashore, were unabie to 
sleep oa account ol the howling of tae dogs. Af er 
iwo or three slumberless nights thev hit upon a plan 
of revenge. Procuring some saarkhooks and a good 
iupoly of rawmeat, they baited a couple of lines 
and hung them out of the window. Tue next dog 
that passed, of 'course, snatched at the prize and 
was duly hauled up to the second story and assassi- 
naied by a slash across the throat withabowie knife. 
Scores ot dogs were thus ruthlessly murdered. But 
he middles had to desist when the authorities found 
t out. Good Moslems never kill anything to which 
her Almighty has given life, except for some sufll- 
;ient object, lu fact, they carry this principle so 
artha; they alwajs keep their heads shaved (as the 
Hindoos do, also) so as to avoid the heartrending ne- 
oessity or slaughtering the myriads of harmless in- 
oils that might otherwise take refuge in their hair. 
The houses of private Bagdadees unfer in one un- 
jortaat respect from the houses lu Moslem cities 
near tnc ssa or in India, though they share this pe- 
culiarity with 
Mosul and Kerkook—they are

FKKEDOli OP CONSCIENCE AND PROGRESS. 
The government has of late years, especially under 
tae last aud tho present IMchos, very pcroept;bi} 
Improved. I have alluded before to tue'siboiltion. of 
all distinctions on the ground of religion and race, 
'llusis, of course, an immense step fouvarJ, and it 
necessitates she abolition of the law of the Koran and 
the substitution of a w.-ictea civil coae. THIS cade 
has been preoare J, aud, despite the>prejudieeo of the 
JJdkeeband theahijaeis, will b<i introduced; in fact 
the judges are now making decisions according to 
Its provisions, though it has not yet been openly pub- 
lished. But the iur.%u!i system of administration 
can never be be.ter thau a salutary desnolbm. The 
1'acha enjoys absolute power, tlie ouiy restraint 
being learof a revolution or of u petition airatust 
him 10 the Sultan. Aud now aud then it ;s inevitable 
that there will be unscrupulous pachas. The Pacha 
of bagdad has only a salary of $75,0'jO ner annum, 
but a.-, ne disucses of tha levenues of tlie pstshalio 
according to his own judgment 01 what is necessary' 
und right there is a very favorable open ing for cor- 
ruption. Of.couisc, however, II the Pacha does not 
ssiid a tolerably large surplus to Stamboul'he will be 
removed. 


NOT UNDER PERFECT CONTROL. 


Enlightened as is the present Pacha, an Incident 


which ttas just occuired shows tliat he has not yec 
had self-denial enough to renounce all the privileges 
of a Turk. 
His wiie, an old lady of hk'h famiiy 
and departed chaims, he very 
senaibly left 


behind him in Stamboul to take care of', his 
affairs. But of course he brought with him some-of 
the younger attacnes of his harem. 
His sister, a 


wealthy widow In Stamboul, however, rightly judg- 
ing that nine months in Bagdad must have thor- 
oughly sated him with the caarins of these fair crea- 
;ures, has just sent him as a birthday present a youner 
Georgian, purchased from her parents for the sum of 
70,000 piasters ($3,500). The Georgian Is only fit- 
iCeu years of age; is highly accomplished; speaks 
Trench, Turkish ana Arabic: Is good-tempered, and, 
what is more important than all to him, is most 
beautiful. This is lier first entrance into me world— 
,hat is to say, she is guaranteed never to have occu- 
)ied any other harem. She seems delighted with 
ler new owner, and he. In turn, has at once in- 
stalled her as first lavorlte. I have no doubt also - 
;nat ne has written a letter of thanks to his Slater. 


COMMERCE. 
Bagdad, as I have already said, is a great commer- 
cial city. It Is one or the lew markets accessible to 
he people of Central Asia aud Persia, and caravans 
ire constantly setting out for Aleppo and Damas- 
cus, for Mosul ana Diarbeker, for Teueran and Ispa- 
han. Its seaport is, of course. Bassoran, 500 mites 
away; but a couple of steamship lines make com- 
munication easy and speedy. 
A great deal of 


bulky produce is still, however, sent down

on 
rafts, 
or 
brought 
up 
in 
ugalas—small 
Arab 
vessels 
towed 
by a 
rope against the current by a dozen Arabs. The 
Chief articles of export are wool and gram, 'ilie im- 
jorts are mostly English ana French dry goods cut- 
ery, 
Indian labncs, &c. The trade in European 
;oods pa-ses each sear more aud more out of the 
hands of the European Souses into the hands of 
American ana Jewish and Arab merchants, who 
lave agencies in India and Europe. The custom 
duUes arg now very light—a uniform atl valorem tariff 
if eight per cent. One great obstacle In the way of 


ousuess of tneir internal decorations. Tue ceilings 
especially are very line. Scarcely any where does one 
see a plain celling, while some of th-jin are a mass of 
gilding and painting. 


THE PEOPLE. 
The population of Bagdad is one of those disputed 
questions upon which a stranger ought not rashly to 
hazard au opinion. Some gazetteers go as high as 
200.000; otheis, again, sink as low as bo.ooo. Three 
years ago Namook Pacha made an oBlcial census of 
the city, and the returns gave 67,000 Inhabitants. As 
tho known object of the census was a conscription 
however, this is very much within the mark, as many 
persons contrived to escape being counted. And

Ana what a 
strange and motley-colored crowd it is 1 Town 
Arabs, in long ilowiug gowns and white tnrbans and 
nascea feet, encased in red suppers, witn pointed 
lurned up toes; wild Arabs, straight rrom the desert

RELIGION. 


Two-thirds of the present population' are Mus*ul- 
mans, about half the remainder arc Jews, while nearly 
ail the rest are Chnsilans. The major.ty or the 
Mussulmans are Phiyaees. and as the pilgrims wlio 
are here are also adherents ot that branch of Iblam 
the Soonuees, or orthodox Moslems, nave to adopt a 
policy of conciliation, allMt iliac, ol course, the 
i'iiclia aud nearly all nis omrijiiH always l>elon- to 
tiio smaller communion. The Sliryaees baur the 
palm In fanaticism as well as numbers, und until 
luiuly liaKUati had a reputation ror rabid intolerance 
oven greater than Damascus- Now, however, the 
government have dared to lorce the Siuyaees to ab- 
siain from insulting Christiana and Jews. It is in 
l.ict, an offence, punishable with flue and Imprison- 
ment, to call a man a Giaour, which only, alter all 
means an mfldel, but which lu Moslem countries c»s 
acquired a peculiarly oncnbtve significance. To ciill 
a man an unbeliever here 19.1 am told, about equiva- 
lent to calling a man a liar In New l"oi k. At present 
tliere is no distinction whatever made betn ecu the 
subjects of me Paclia on tue ground of cined in the 
matter of taxation or before the law. indeed 
a Christian has a better cnauce of obtaining 
justice than a Moslem; lor He lias Hie rlehtof ap- 
pealing against tlie government of which he is ihe 
subject to the European consuls. This right is not 
recognized, it is true, but since tne Crimean war 
there can be no doubt that It has. existed and has 
been frequcntlv exercised. 


EUKCIPEAN. EKPRESBXTATIOX. 
Tiie European population of Hagilud is verv small 


not perhaps altogether exceeding nlty. The Anglo- 
Indian government maintain a Kealdent, a bsini- 
diplomatic, semi-consular olllcer, wltu a salary of 
§15,000 per annum, lie Is, of course, expected to 
keep up an imposing establishment. Attached 10 
to the Residency arc a couple ol secretaries and a 
ductor. TUe French Consul occupies a somewhat 
less Important position, pecuniauiv, but prob.iblv 
lias equal, if not greater, influence than the present 
Resident with the government. The Iniiian govern- 
ment also keeps a smail rteam flespatcn boat alwivs 
on the Tigris ac tne disposal or tlie Resident—n hicli 
inuot cost, a: least, another $10,000 or Si2,oiw. There 
arc three European mercantile houses here one of 
them Swiss and tne other two English The nrst 
flnn established was Lynch & Co.. who are still the 
principal house, and have the only bank here as well 
aa tne steamship line to Hussorali. In the old times 
tne proats of the European houses used to be very 
large; but when the Swiss nou-e came a flerco corn-

Giving to this variety of coins current tie" "govern- 
ment fixes a specific rate of eschacee, at which it 
will accept payment of imports in alien money, and 
in which it will m its turn make payments, jiuc this 
rate Is very different to the general rate of exchange 
axed by the merchants in the bazaar; indeed this 
latter rate fluctuates very greatly. Indian rupees 
are perhaps the best currency for the traveller to take 
with him to Bagdad. 


ANTIQUITIES. 


The antiquities of Bagdad have been so often and 
so exhaustively described that I shall noc Inflict an 
elaborate account of tnem upon the reader The 
tower irom which criminals used to be thrown; the 
gate, now closed up, at which thirty-three thousand 
Persian tliroais were cut oy the Sultao. llorad • the 
Tombs 01 Sheikh Orner Shahab-ood-deen and Sheikh 
Haruf; no doubt when any one Is in )Ja''dad 
those are all well worth seeing, though It is not 
worth while to go to Bagdad to see tnem. 


LADY ZOBEIDE. 


The groat sight, though, Is the tomb of the Lady 


Zobeide. As a work ol art this w not very imposing; 
It Is graceful and beautiful, that is all. In shape it 
is octagonal, with a slender dome springing to, a 
height of sixty or seventy feet. The interior is 
lighted 
by openings in the roofs, protected 
Irom the rain, by slight projections. There are 
three simple tombs of mined brickwork, once, no 
doubt coveted with marble, which has since been 
carried away. The central one is that or the Lady 
Zobelde. consort of Haroun al Raschid. Epor as it 
may be when viewed from a merely architectural 
standpoint, this ruined mausoleum gives the travel- 
ler more pleasure than the mosque of Mossa-el- 
Hadem. Who would not grow sentimental at tue 
lotub of Zobeide ? 


THE TOWEKS OP BtBEL,

And a news- 
paper, published In Turkish and Arabic, by the 
Pacha's printer, amuains: as are the lies it tells of 
the wonderful prowess of the troops fighting against 
the Arabs, finds no subscribers aud subsists only by 
odlcmi advertisements. Your Bagdadee has no soul 
tor music, no taste for the trapeze or the ballet, 
no appetite for Journalistic sensations. Society 
here, indeed, has reached, aa Chinese society did a 
couple of thousand years ago, the fossil stage of ex- 
istence. « has only been tinus ftjcea for A levr h,un.

In institutions of charity 
and beneflceuce Xew Jersey is uv no means behind 
other States, while she can boast of being the first 
State of the Union that has provided a home for the 
exclusive use of those little ones left destitute and 
fatherless by the late war. Tiie idea of a "Soldiers' 
Children's Home" was first conceived by Mrs. A. O. 
Zabnskie and a few other 


PATRIOTIC LADIES OF JEUSEr CITY. 


In their efforts to discharge what they justly con- 


sideied a most sacred duty this noble baud of worn en 
was soon ably sustained by a large number of tne 
wealthiest an J most influential ladles of Sew Jersey. 
Through their influence an act was passed by the 
Leg.slature of 1S05 Incorporating the Soldiers' Chil- 
dren's Home and granting an appropriation of 
310,000 for the purchase of a suitable site with a 
further grant of $20,000 for building purposes 
A 
suitable site was immediately obtained on the out- 
skirts ol Trenton. K. J., aad a building was subse- 
quentlVx erected of sufficient dimensions to accom- 
modate 150 children. In January, 1867, the buildin" 
was completed ana the institution was opened with 
forty orphans. Towards the close of that year how- 
ever, the applications for admission became so 
numerous that further accommodations were ne- 
cessary,' and another aoproprlation ol $20 000 was 
cranted for the erection ol two additional wines. 


TBE ECILDRJG,

The children are under the care of 
a kind and efficient Matron, Mrs. M. E. Campbell 
whose efforts at moulding the minds and hearts of 
the little ones committed to her charge have b°en 
attended with the most sansiactory results. Mrs. 
Campbell Is assisted in her labor of love by six resi- 
dent female teachers. The course of studies is the 
same as that pursued In ordinary public schools in- 
cluding vocal music, which is made a soecialty 
nnder the direction of a very efficient "female 
teacher. The more advanced pupils are also in- 
structed in drawing, In which art some of the ehi'- 
aren display great talent and ability. Great care is

Coroner's Jnqoesf-Testimony of the Pilot ana 


Ulieeimmi of tbc Nuhpo. 


PocanKEEVSiB, June 26, 1870. 


Gradually tne facts relative to the Milton

Out 
ho daahod, wltu a maniac fire blazing and Hashing 
from his red, glaring eyes. A couple of attendants 
stood in his way, ana tried to prevent his esiape. 
They were as children before the hammer-like blows 
ofhisDsts. Another attendant ran to the help of 
the&e two, and was stretched senseless, with a gash 
in his head, from tue stroke or a snort club the ma- 
niac had gathered up. By this time no ouc was dis- 
posed to stand in the way of the madman. Ho es- 
caped, and was soon ont of sight Yesterday even- 
ing he had not been even taten.or captured. It is 
supposed that he has gone to his old home, near 
Cloves. The attendants, \?no fell .oefore h;s deter. 
mined flat and bludgeon, arc none of tnem serio»sly 
Injured. It is not anticipated that the escaped 
lunatic will do mischief to people who let him alone.
